In¬ 
deed, perhaps this was what the man¬ 
ager was waiting Tor, suggested Tenny 
Lynne that evening when the begin¬ 
ning of the performance was 30 min¬ 
utes overdue. Of the riding-habit of 
Mme.

Many fellows bad cut recitations to 
see the parade and to attend the mat¬ 
inee performance, but socially the 
event of the day came off after sun¬ 
set.
